Pereas the great Turkiſh Emperour 
with all his Armie, munition, and pzc- - 
paration, was come tothe Ryuer Eu- 
phrates, being ſtrong bath of Bozſe x ſot, 
— about tbꝛæ hundzed C houſand men, and 

perceaning that Morath gencrall of Perſians, hadcauſed 
the Bzidge to be pulled down there, p was made ouer the 
ald Riner, and that be was marchedon th other lde, and 
bard by a monutaine NA and ſtrengthen himſelſe 
with þ fozces ſent vnto him by þ great Sophy, with thoſe 
hee had befoze, ſo that the Per 1ans were ſtronge about 
- Foure-ſcoze and tenne T heuland men, amongſt the 

which were about twenty Thouſand, whereof every one 
ol them, had two hoꝛſes ta a man. 8 

The Turke could not haue ſo much inteligence (6 
vnderſtaad if the Sophy himſelfe were perſonally pze- 
tent in ty Campe, o no: os if he yet were in Perla du fo; 
moze fozces , which he eſpecially did feare . 
Becanls therfoze be could * 7 aner the wy

he in all haſt cauſed the bꝛidge to be buſlded againe; and 
ent ouer the laid Riner two Genneralls called Beller - 
+ * byes with their fozces , to wo Be lletby of Gretia and Bel- 
lerby of Natolia , but he himſelfe tarried on this fide of 
the water till the next mo2ning - | 
Now about two houres befoze dap bzeaking the Gen- 
nerall Morethfell in the Campe of Bellerby ef Grecia, 
who had encamped himſelfe ſomwhat farre off from the 
Bellerby of Natolia, and moſt valicntly came vppon him 
with ſuch a fozce and power, that he vppon a ſoddaine 
moſt ſpeedily did ouercome all his Enfignes and Tents, 
and ouerth2zew and flew all his Campe 
The Soldiers of the Campe of the Bellerby of Natolia 
heerwithall were put in ſuch a feare , that they ranne in 
to the Riner , and paſſed ouer tothe Campe of the great 
Turke, 5 
The Turke f&ing this ill ſueteſte, pzeſently planted 
his Oꝛdenaunte in god o2der one by an other, and pla- 
ted the ſame right againſt the Enemie which was on the 
other ſide of the water: and becauſe they chould not ſt 
the Oꝛdinaunce, he commaunded that ſomo Companies 
(heald be placed and ſtand befoze che ſaid Oꝛdimance 
with this token, that whenikhe peices of @zdinance 
ould be all in readines and charged, they ſhould ſaund 
Alarme and the ſafd Companies ſtanding befoze the ſaid 
* D2dinance ſhould part aſide , and foto diſcharge the laid 
peices of D2dinanee vppon the Gnemie 
This determination being agreed vppon, and fire bey 
ing put to the afozefaid D2denance , many of them did 
burſt and fl abzoad, and ſlew and hurt a notable num⸗ 
ber of men, pea and many of the Turkiſh· Armie : by the 


noiſe, cx, andtamaitwherof, many Hoꝛſos and Mules, 
withthokethat were on the backs ol them dip leape into 


the Rluer and wert dꝛowned,

The Sophians and Perſians which had ſuſtained great 
tofſe of men by means of the Oꝛdinance, retired on the 
other ſive ofthe Mountains, and it was ſappoſed that af 
that time were llaine and ſhot to death about Twentie. 
thouſand Sophians and Perſians - 

They retireing ſo backwards as is afozcſaſd, the 
Turke with all his whole Armie paſſcdoncr the Riuer, 
and marched towards the Pountaine where the Sophi- 
ans were gncamyed, who had deatded themſelues into 
fatita partes 02 ſquadzons, keeping ciofe together: aud 
when they ſawe that the Turkes came vppon them , thep 
were glad, and moſt valientlꝝ met and fought with them 
ſo that on both ſides many men were lame: but the 
night ouertoke them, which was to the aduantage sr the 
Sophians foz it was not poſſible that they could reſiſt and 
withſtand tonger-againft the great fozce and power of 
the Turkes, therefoꝛe by Night they all didflye tothe 
Mountaine, the Turkes fo; dackeneſſe could not foliouwy 


them; as thep were minde would faine haue done 
and ſo the Wurke tarrping i feldes that Night purs 
pofed and concluded the next leaue all his fofemen 
with the peces of Oꝛdinance behind him and with hozſe- 


men onely ta purſue the Enemies and ' by theſe meancs 
vnawares to ſurpꝛiſe and take the Towne ot Tauris, bes 
fozc thoſe ofthe Towne ſhould heare of the ouerthzowe of 
the Sophy. 85 | | 
But on the other ſide , the Perſians and Sophians „ 

which dilligentiy did loke fo themſelnes, and had great 
care to the matter, concluded with themſelues , that ten 
thouſanp men which were the day befoze newly arined , 
ſhould marche againſt the Tutkes, and when the Turkes 
ſhould come vppon them, they ch duld fizz, as if they were 
onercome , and the reſt of the Sophians and Perſians, 
which were pet about twentie thouſand, ould come be⸗ 
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binde the Turks, and compa led them betwirti the both, 
and without doabte they ſhould ſp&ed well, and onercome 


their es. The nett mozning , the Turke ſeing that 
the enimie wgs vet ſo neare at hand, he thought they had 
not bin able fly any further foz darknes,camebpon the 
with great fozce + but they pꝛeſently accoꝛding fo their 
agreement did fly, and the Turkes not thinking on this 
martial pollicie, didpurſne then till none, and being 
come to a ſmall Riner , becauſe they were ſomwhat wea⸗ 
tie, and tired, encamped them ſcluts om the ſaid Rivers 
ſide and there dined: and after dinner the freſh Turkes 
leauing the wearied and tyzed Companies with all their 
treaſures and ſpotles. behinde them, thinking the next 
night vnawares to 12 the Towne of Iauris, did 
e and chaſe the Perl: 
But when they came fo the Towne, in all haſt a poſt 


came to the great Turke about two houres in th night 


who certified bnto him that the ennimie had overthzown 
and ſtaine all his fot de had left b 
that ther had gotten 
were coming with all | 
The Turke hearing newes, and thinking on the 


great treaſure that he had Icft behind him , pꝛeſently 


went back againe, and the Perſiam and Sophians hi 
berfofoze did flie, turned alſo backe againe, and ſawe, 
that their fozces did follow and purſue the Turks behinde . 


Che Turkes which tarried with the trealure on the (aid 


water fide , perceining their Enemies did bzeake. vp and 

runne away, the Perſians and Sophians being befoze and 

behinde the Turkes, came fiercely and valiantly vppon 
them, and did great hurt amongſt them. | 

The great Turke mach diſcontented, l&ing that the

Ennemie had ſo craftilie compaſſed and b:ought him in 
the middle betwerne them, begun a moſt harde and hote 
battaile, wherin the Soplu ins and Perſians got the victo- 
rie: which when the — ſaw, thep did flp ont on the 
one ſide, fo; otherwiſe it was not poſſible foz them to 
eſcape. 
The Turkiſh Emperour himſelfe , when he ſawe that 
all his foꝛces did fly, andchat all his Enſignes were fa- 
ken, did like wiſe fly to ſaue His life, and came with 
a molſwiftehozxſe to Amaſia, und tarried in Narolia till 
the romnant of his Armis( which was verie little) was 
gathered together: foz the Turkes did nothing but flic 
all the Night , and al thoſe which were lack in running. 
were all cutdowne : and thoſe thit came ouer the Riner 
pulled downe the bzidge made by them befoze, to the end 
the Perſians ould not purſue them: but the Perſians and 
Sophians being glad of the victozie,, as Conquerqurs of 
the flelde, went home againe : although they 
would fains haue polecuted their 

victozie, hay not the moſt 
part of thoir fazces

. @econdly, there was here ſuch wonderful and ffrang 
diſeaſes and ſickneſſes almoſt amongft al men, that they

Thirdly there was neuer ſuch great nearth +famin?, 
eſpecially amongſt the pwze Huſbandmen and-Conntrie 
kolke, inſomuch that Manp did eate the dead carians that 
they found in the fields, as Bozſcs, Cats, Dogges, 4 alſo 
the very ſhoes of their kerte, yea one Chꝛiſtian body hath 
eaten an other: and eſpectallp which is moſt wonderfull 
and neuer heard of befoze . That in the Towne of Salis 
two Daughters did-eate their deſeaſed Father, and alſo a 
woman did eate her deſealed huſbande. And at another 
place one neighbour ſent his child to one of his ntighbozs 
to fetch oz carry ſomthing, who toke the child and cat his 
thzoate, and logileſt he was faking out the intrailes, ths 
Father ofthe child {who dit maruell of the long tarrying 
ol his Childe came and perceauing that his. Childe was 
llaughtered in manner afszeſayd, was in a mighty rage, 
# fought with his neighbour who likewiſe killed p father 
of þ child, x dꝛeſſed him foz meate t eatehim. Much feare- 
full and heauy accidentes doe daylye happen with bs in 
Lyffland.
